| A ‘Urssit to 0A reentina 


By Otto V. Battles 


It may be of interest to my readers to 
know that the series of articles on my re- 
cent visit to South America, which I expect 
to furnish the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, is 
being started on the S. S. Argentine north- 
ward bound, seven days out of Buenos Aires 
and 400 miles south of the equator. _My 
thirty days’ stay in Argentina was so filled 
with entertainment, visiting estancias, and 
judging at the great International show at 
Palermo Park, that I had not a moment's 
time to write. For that matter, I doubt 
that had the time been available I would 
have been able to concentrate on anything 
so humble as writing. The excitement was 
at too high a pitch and there was too much 
to see and to learn to allow for diversions 
into fields of hard work, and I believe that 
all who have had experience in writing will 
agree that it is hard work. 

I therefore cast all thoughts of it aside 
during my stay in beautiful Argentina. I 
was not, however, unmindful of my promises 
to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and some 
other periodicals in the United States and 
in England to supply them with at least 
some notes on my trip. I therefore used my 
mind as a store house for my observations 
and I hope as I put the contents of this ac- 
cumulation into my articles that my readers 
will be able to share with me, to some ex- 
tent, at least, the experiences which afford- 
ed me so many thrills and which brought me 
so much new knowledge. 


I fully realize that one crowed month 
in a strange country would not ordinarily 
qualify one to write with authority or with 
a great deal of intelligence on the condi- 
tions and complexities of that country, but 
as I stated in a radio address given shortly 
before we embarked at Buenos Aires, the 
conditions under which I studied Argentina

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and her people were far from ordinary, and 
I should have been very dull indeed had I 
not been capable of absorbing a great mass 
of useful information. These extraordinary 
circumstances will be presented later. 


So with these introductory remarks I shall 
start at the beginning and try to relate in 
more or less chronological order those 
events associated with my trip which I think 
will be of most interest. 

I was extremely proud of the honor of 
being asked to judge at the great Interna- 
tional show at Palermo, and it is my fondest 
hope that I was able to credibly represent 
the United States in performing this diffi- 
cult although pleasant task. I had heard 
much of the greatness of the Palermo show 
since the time I first started as a young- 
ster to become interested in shows, and I, 
therefore, the more appreciated the confi- 
dence which the Argentines had placed in 
me and the responsibility that went with it. 
It gives me a great deal of satisfaction now 
that my mission has been accomplished, to 
feel that I left Argentina with a host of new 
friends and well-wishers, and among the 
many pleasant memories of my visit will 
always remain our enthusiastic welcome as 
we stepped off the gangplank of the S. S. 
Brazil on our arrival at Buenos Aires, and 
the affectionate farewells of the friends we 
met during the time we were there as we 
went aboard the S. S. Argentine a month 
later. 

But going back to the beginning. A good 
starting point will be New York, because it 
was there that, with Mrs. Battles, I em- 
barked at midnight on July 12 on the great 
ship, the S. S. Brazil on what proved to be 
an eighteen-day voyage, every minute of 
which seemed to produce new experiences. 

Down the coast of the United States (but

always out of sight of land) through the 
Carribean Sea and into the South Atlantic, 
the steamship lines to South America pass. 
Then on through the entire width of the 
tropics and into the Temperate Zone of 
south of the equator until at last one reach: 
es the beautiful city of Buenos Aires of 
which more will be said later. It is well for 
the traveler who contemplates making this 
journey to keep in mind that the seasons of 
north and south of the equator are reversed, 
and to plan his wordrobe with that in mind. 
Our visit to Argentina was made during 
their winter—but what delightful winter 
weather! I shall tell you something of that 
later also. 


A word will not be amiss here concerning 
the ships on which we traveled—the S. S. 
Brazil and the S. S. Argentina—which with 
their sister ship, the S. S. Uraguay, consti- 
tute what is know as the “good neighbor 
fleet,” operated by the American Republics 
Lines between New York City and Buenos 
Aires, one of the purposes of which is to cre- 
ate a more friendly atmosphere between the 
countries of the Western Hemisphere, as 
well as better trade relations. They are 
beautiful ships of about 35,000 tons in size, 
and are the last word in luxury, comfort, 
and speed. In fact, I think they compare 
very favorably with the palatial lines that 
during our happier days plied the waters of 
the North Atlantic between New York and 
Europe. So pleasant were our experiences 
on these good neighbor ships that if I were 
asked concerning the best way to go to 
Buenos Aires I would unhesitatingly say, 
“Board an American Republics Liner at 
New York, which, after making the second 
turn to the right, will land you comfortably 
and safely in the upper harbor of the Plata.”

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For November

Frederick H. Walton Writes. 
Dear Mr. Hahne 

Your article about Mr. Otto V. Rattles be- 
ing in the Argentine, South America has 
caused me to send you some information 
which I think would be interesting to your 
readers. 

From the publication “Argentine News” 
issued at Buenos Aires on September Ist, 
1940, under the heading “The Agricultural 
and Live Stock Census for the year 1937”, 
the following is transcribed: 


Cattle. 
Over Thirty Three Million Head. 

It is generally recognized throughout the 
world that this country has attained one of 
the highest degrees of perfection in connec- 
tion with cattle raising, cattle being the 
chief line of her stock breeding industry. 

Observing the figures of this census, it 
will be noted that there has been an in- 
crease of nearly one million head in com- 
parison with the year 1930: 33,207,287 and 
32,211,855 respectively. The favorable bal- 
ance of 995,432 head is obtained from a net 
increase of 2,474,508 returned by certain 
provinces and territories and a decrease of 
1,479,076 totalled by the remainder. 


Attention is drawn to the fact that in the 
Province of Mendoza cattle stocks have de- 
creased by 38.8 per cent in comparison with 
the year 1930, Shorthorns and Herefords be- 
ing the breeds principally affected. A spec- 
ial investigation has been made into the 
matter from which it transpires that... . 
in April 1932 a copious fall of volcanic ash 
ruined the pasture land and was the cause

The well known hornless black cattle known 
as AberdeenAngus or Polled Angus have 
increased by nearly half a million head o 
39.3 per cent in the past seven years, The 
Polled Angus is a sturdy breed, particuiarly 
suited to cold, mountainous regions, as js 
being shown in the Neuquen valleys, The 
beef produced is of very fine quality, with 
little fat. In England one of the recor 
prices attained by butcher cattle was paid 
for a Polled Angus. 

It is seen from the above that the increase 
of the three principal beef breeds in Argen. ' 
tina of Shorthorn, Hereford and Aberdeen. 
Angus was 9.3, 12.5 and 39.3 per cent re. 
spectively, from the 1930 to the 1937 cen. 
sus. The Aberdeen-Angus breed increased 
over four times more than the Shorthorn 
and over three times more than the Her. 
ford and are pronounced as “hardier”. 

Another interesting feature in this census 
is the figure given for the packing house 
purchases made at all places of supply 
which is given for 1937 as 3,545,386 head 
with a total live weight of 1,515,754,716 
kilos valued in pesos at 365,474,795.68 or 
0.2412 pesos per kilo live weight. This does 
not include the animals slaughtered in abat- 
toirs for local consumption. The article fur- 
ther states that the yield of butcher type 
cattle is estimated at 58 per cent by the 
packing houses. “In competitions for fat 
cattle up to 72% has been attained (Short- 
horns) which average is very close to the 
‘ideal yield’ of 75%”. 

This yield of 72% refers to the “Chilled 
Beef” type of animal the 30 month ol 
steers. The article states that “those w 
to one and a half years old, weighing 4! 
kilos (880 lbs.) on the hoof are used for 
the delicate flavoured Baby Beef.” 

The “exports of meat” given for the year 
1937 totaled 565,360 tons. This is the 100 
kilo or metric ton which means an increas 
to about 620,000 for tons of 20060 Ibs. This 
total is sub-divided as follows: Chilled beef 
353,100 tons, frozen 81,655, preservel 
(canned) 69,326, frozen mutton 51,661 ani 
frozen pork 9,618 tons. This total tonnage 
shows a decrease in exports of meat 0 
about 27,000 metric tons over 1930.

Variations in the Blood Tests for Bangs 
Disease at Various Laboratories. 

The blood test for abortion disease in cat- 
tle was not used a great while until it be- 
came apparent to many of those interested 
in the subject that there was entirely too 
great a variation in results secured by this 
test at various laboratories. Samples sent 
to two or more laboratories invariably were 
reported upon in a way that showed prac- 
tically no agreement between the laborator- 
ies making the test. Dr. C. P. Fitch, Chief, 
Division of Veterinary Medicine, Univers- 
ity of Minnesota, conceived the idea that a 
practical test should be made by drawing 
several samples from the same animal at 
the same time and sending them to several 
laboratories and checking up the results in 
an effort to determine the variation be- 
tween them. Dr. Fitch reports the results 
of these several tests in the March, 1927, 
issue of Journal of The Veterinary Medical 
Association as follows: 

Dr. Fitch sent thirty samples of blood to 
each of four laboratories for examination 
and test, and the results as reported showed 
considerable variation. There were only 
eight samples out of a total of thirty that 
were reported upon uniformly by all labor- 
atories. This disagreement would surely 
indicate that there is entirely too great a 
variation in the results secured by different 
laboratories to make this a safe or desir- 
able test. Dr. Fitch himself decided that 
this was entirely too unreliable and for that 
reason prepared a second series of blood 
samples. 

In the second series of blood samples a 
total of thirty samples were sent to eight 
laboratories with the result that not a sin- 
gle sample gave the same reaction in all 
laboratories. These samples were sent in 
1924. 

It was then decided that several of these 
laboratories would have a_ get-together 
meeting and attempt to standardize their 
methods of testing blood samples for abor- 
tion disease in cattle as well as the mater- 
ials used. In this project four state labora- 
tories and the laboratory of the United 
States Department of Agriculture co-oper- 
ated. After this conference was concluded 
a total of thirty-four samples were sent to 
and tested by each of the five laboratories, 
with the result that out of this number 
there were thirteen samples that were in 
agreement at all laboratories. This is an 
agreement of approximately forty per cent 
between the five laboratories which had 
just previously standardized their method 
of testing and their materials. We should 
say a very unsatisfactory and unsuitable 
test as shown by this report. 

In order to further test these laboratories 
and to determine how their reports would 
check, another series of twenty samples 
was sent, with the result that nine of these 
samples showed the same reaction at all 
laboratories. 

We fail to understand how any state of- 
ficial could expect a breeder of valuable 
animals to sell them subject to this test 
when there has been and is such disagree- 
ment between the laboratories making 
these tests. There is little doubt in our 
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mind but that results under ordinary condi- 
tions would vary more than shown in this 
report. We have no reason to believe that 
there would be any closer agreement where 
such a test would be made at this time in 
the same manner. 


Dr. M. Ray Powers, of Norwalk, Connect- 
icut, under the title, “A Comparison of 
Tests of Blood for B. Abortus In Cattle’, in 
The North American Veterinarian reports 
sending blood samples from seventy-one 
head of cattle to a laboratory and that this 
laboratory reported fifty-three negative, 
ten positive and eight suspicious. 

Ten positive cows and two of the suspic- 
ious cows were sold. The six remaining 
suspicious cows were isolated for retest. It 
was decided to make the tests on open cows 
not sooner than fifteen days after calving. 
It was decided to retest these animals 
checking the tests by using the original lab- 
oratory and three other laboratories or four 
in all. After selling off the twelve head 
there were fifty-nine head remaining of 
which forty-six, according to later tests, 
would have been admitted to those states 
requiring the blood test. Retests showed 
three additional reactors from among the 
original forty-four negative cows, also 
showed five negative cows from the six sus- 
picious cows. 

Blood samples from eighteen cows, upon 
which there had not been agreement during 
previous tests, were sent to four laborator- 
ies (including the one previously sent to) 
with the result that eleven out of the eight- 
een showed negative by each laboratory or 
an agreement of 61%; blood samples from 
the seven cows which had disagreed as to 
results were again sent to three of these 
laboratories with the result that all agree 
on two of them which is an agreement of 
1%. 

Another lot of blood samples from twelve 
cows were sent to three of these labora- 
tories with the result that all of these lab- 
oratories did not agree on a single animal 
in the same manner. These blood tests were 
first made in December 1929, and were con- 
tinued through 1930 up to publishing of this 
report. 

The results reported by Dr. Powers are 
in accord with other checks made against 
laboratories that test blood samples for 
abortion disease and indicate conclusively 
that the blood test is not practical as a 
method for diagnosing this disease in the 
individual animal. 

A very interesting report was made by 
Good, Dimock and Harms in the Journal of 
oe Veterinarian Medical Association June, 
1928: 

“It is seen from table I (table I was the 
results as shown by blood testing twenty- 
eight herds with a total of 203 head of cat- 
tle) that there is some variation in the ag- 
glutinability of antigens made from dif- 
ferent strains of Bact. abortus (Bang) 
when checked against the same sample of 
serum. This variation in some instances is 
pronounced. Certain strains of the organ- 
ism, when tested with the serum of a re- 
acting cow, fail to agglutinate. In testing 
the serum of a second reacting cow, these 
strains give a positive agglutination test, 
while the cultures which reacted with the 
serum of the first animal fail to give a pos- 
itive agglutination.” 

“It is plainly evident that a number of 
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the cows es ea have 
non-reactors had we used a gs : 
composed of a limited number of striae 
stead of antigens made of different ind; id 
ual strains of the germ. By requiring A 
complete agglutination in a dilution of : . 
50, forty-seven cows would have been jaa 
by the use of the stock antigen, which eo 
would have been designated as reactors i 
the use of antigens made up of oth 
strains Bact. abortus (Bang), some of 
which were agglutinated in dilution as high 
as 1 to 500. Similarly, thirty-seven pi 
would have been passed by requiring a “a 
plete agglutination in a dilution of 1 to 20 
with considerable agglutination in a dilu. 
tion of 1 to 50 when the stock antigen Was 
used and which were positive in reaction to 
antigens made from other strains of the 
germ. In the routine testing of cows for 
infectious abortion at this Station, we now 
use at least three antigens made up of dif. 
ferent strains of Bact. abortus (Bang).” 

“It appears that the differences observed 
in the agglutination tests in this work may 
be because the strains differ in their agglu- 
tinative characters, sub-types being present 
within the group. The reaction of the ser. 
um of an infected animal to various anti- 
gens would then depend upon the agglutin- 
ative character of the infecting organism, 
These results emphasize the importance of 
the typing of antigen strains and the use of 
strains representative of the various sub- 
types in the agglutination test.” 

When some of the principal laboratory 
workers themselves cannot come to any 
nearer agreement in making the blood test 
for abortion disease on blood samples, it 
does not seem logical that they should ex- 
pect nor that they should recommend the 
use of this test as a practical method of de- 
tecting reactors to the abortion disease in 
the herd. Surely no one reading and study- 
ing these statements would conclude that it 
was a safe procedure to follow. 


Opposition to the Blood Test is Rapidly 
Developing. 

One of the first meetings held by live 
stock producers including the principal 
breeders in Illinois and surrounding states, 
together with state live stock control of- 
ficials and representatives of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, was a meeting 
that was called at Springfield, Illinois. At 
this meeting, which was either in 1937 or 
1938, many of the well known breeders took 
a very definite position about the blood test 
and slaughter plan of eradicating Bangs 
disease, expressing it as their conclusion 
that this plan was impractical, could not be 
made to work under ordinary herd condi- 
tions and would only result in heavy losses 
to the breeder and in many instances de- 
stroy blood lines that had been years in the 
development. ; 

This meeting, which was the first defir- 
ite and positive stand taken by breeders, 
was a protest against legislation and regu 
lations concerning the handling of Bangs 
disease which were proving a serious mel 
ace to the industry. While no definite de 
cision was made at this meeting, the Bu 
reau of Animal Industry requested farm 
paper and live stock paper editors to givé 
little or no attention to the publication 0 
information on Bangs disease for a couple

We liked her and she too 
went to the Michigan herd at $325.00 and 
we think it a bit of a steal. Five more cows 
with calves passed quickly through the ring 
and then the bred heifers. It was now time 
for Mr. Wm. Fortune, of Indianapolis, to 
start selecting the tops and just that he did. 
Erica Elma 2d of Bordulac, a daughter of 
Esquire of Bordulac, was first and she fell 
to his bid of $475.00, and no one should ever 
term her high.

The 
national association agreed to put up a 
little more money and the management of 
Eastern States Exposition reconsidered the 
matter, and the regular breeding classes of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was held the week 
of September 15th. W. H. Tomhave, secre- 
tary of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association pronounced the 1940 
Eastern states show the largest and finest 
exhibit of Aberdeen-Angus ever held in the 
east. The ringside was constantly crowded 
with interested admirers of Aberdeen-Angus 
and we feel certain that the “Black” show 
must be recognized by the management of 
the Exposition as one of the major attrac- 
tions of the week.

Stores, of East Hartford, Connecticut, at an 
even $1.00 per pound. The job done on this 
calf by Lee T. Jenks can best be recognized 
when we consider that the weight of the 
steer, when purchased in late November of 
last year was but 470 pounds and when sod 
to the First National Stores on Tuesday, 
September 17th, he weighed 1,030 pounds. 
The reserve champion steer was also an 
Aberdeen-Angus, bred by Senator Allan A. 
Ryan on his Ankony Farms at Rheinbeck, 
New York. This steer was bought in No- 
vember by Richard A. Fish, of Salt Point, 
New York, and was about as typey a stecv 
as we have seen at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion. He lacked just a little finish to offer 
the champion a harder task for grand cham- 
pionship honors. Gristede Brothers, of New 
York City, purchased this good steer at 
twenty-four cents a pound. 

It is interesting to compare prices and 
our findings disclose that sixty-two head 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers sold at an aver- 
age price of $17.86 per hundred, whereas 
twenty-two of one breed averaged $16.06 
and one of the third breed sold at $13.75.

and all of the exhibitors were getting ready 
to show their good cattle. Since no three 
year old class is listed at Eastern States 
the two and three year old bulls meet jn 
class. Five bulls were trotted out, inspect- 
ed and walked and the winner Glencarnock 
Eric of Cremona went to the top. Senior 
yearlings were headed by Black Bardolier 
3d shown by Scripps in a good class of 
seven bulls. Scripps continued to please 
the judge and the ringside in the selection 
of Sir Elba Kalif for the top position jn 
the junior yearling class of eight. Summer 
yearlings, too, were paced by Scripps on 
Kedar Bandolier and Tim Peirce came 
through in the bull calf class with Wood- 
lawn 43d to defeat Revolution H. 13th the 
J. Garrett Tolan entry. 


Glencarnock Eric of Cremona had little 
trouble defeating the senior yearling for 
senior championship, and just as easily, Sir 
Elba Kalif won the junior honors. Both are 
good bulls and _ for grand championship 
honors, Professor Kays placed the Cremona 
two year old at the top and stated about the 
bull, “His britches just wipe out his tracks.” 
Rather an apt statement, for this bull is 
quartered.

Mr. Ernest Peters and Mr. Harvey L. 
Roberts, both of Rushville, Illinois, ovners 
of two very select herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle have joined hands in making 
a draft sale from their two herds. This sale 
the first of a proposed series made possible 
annually by their united efforts will bring 
to the public on this occasion a draft of six 
bulls and forty-three females, including 
cows with calves at foot and bred and open 
heifers of a type and quality that will please 
the public. It was my good fortune to spend 
a day with these gentlemen a short while 
ago in company with Hugh McWhorter, Geo. 
Morgan and Farr Carroll, all of Aledo. 

We first visited the Roberts farm and 
herd where we found one of the sweetest 
groups of little heifers to be seen anywhere. 
They were thick and deep and wide out and 
built close to the ground. Three young bulls 
from the same crop had been saved for this 
sale too. One of these bulls is just quite a 
nice herd bull prospect. This was Prince 
38d of Pride 598805, calved March 18, 1940. 
He is sired by Hanes Eileenmere 2d 523066 
and has for dam Pride Promise Plums 
478492. The other pair is sired by Ballin- 
dalloch Lad 2d by Blackcap Lad S. One is a 
Blackcap and the other an Enchantress from 
the Elluna tribe. They are good rugged 
calves. 

Of the six little heifers there was quite a 
difference of opinion amongst us as to 
which was the better. However I am inclin- 
ed to give them as I saw them. Erica of 
Bonhill 598803 calved in March of 1940 
seemed to have just a wee bit more attract- 
iveness from every angle than did Bond of 
Bonhill 598801 calved in February. Both 
are built right on the ground and have beau- 
tiful heads, straight top and bottom lines, 
good rib spread and strong hearts. Empress 
of Bonhill is another that might well fit in- 
to the picture. She was calved in March 
and is a daughter of Blackcap Empress 86th 
of Earl Marshall and Blackcap Revolution 
extraction. Her second dam being a full 
sister to Blackcap Bertram. The other three 
are not so far behind in quality but that 
they could go right along with the three 
mentioned to form the nucleus for a real 
breeding herd. 

The cows with calves are attractive. El- 
bina 30th A. 523630, calved March 4, 1937, 
is particularly attractive, smooth, good lin- 
ed, low set and thick and she is accompanied 
by a herd bull prospect by Pat Jr., the top 
selling bull in the Mercer county sale a year 
ago.

Baringo’s Princess 526023 is a fine 
three year old daughter of Baringo of 
Woodcote 491160, a splendid Miss Burgess 
bull from Woodcote breeding. She too sells 
with a fine calf at foot. Her dam Prairielea 
Hart 2d 452491, was sired by Eline’s Revo- 
lution 401166, a Hartley bred son of Glen- 
earnock Revolution 377961, who was ex- 
ported to Australia where he made a great 
show and breeding record. 

Blackcap Bond 7th 435636 is the dam of 
the little heifer that vied for first place with 
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the men from Mercer county. She is selling 
bred to Pat Jr. She is a daughter of En- 
chantress Pershing 341126 and he by Brook- 
side Elfin. Her dam is Blackcap of Glyn 
Mawr 5th 264589, by the famous old sire 
Black Pass by Black Peer. Top breeding in 
every respect and a cow to go along with 
that breeding. Estress Enchantress 467432 
is another extra good thick made beast, that 
is deep and smooth. She is sired by En- 
chantress Elluna’s Earl and has for dam 
Estress, and is in our opinion the top female 
in the Roberts consignment. 

There are ten bred heifers, all being bred 
to Pat Jr. Eight are sired by Ballindalloch 
Lad 2d 511634 and the other two by Burdett 
Revolution a Miss Burgess son of the Inter- 
national grand champion Blackcap Revolu- 
tion. Mr. Roberts regards Blackcap Mc- 
Henry Miss D. and Blackcap McHenry E. 
6th as the best two heifers he has yet bred. 
However the rest of us rather favored the 
Elba heifer Elbina’s Princess, but that is a 
matter of opinion. 

The senior Mr. Roberts, Harvey’s father, 
came to this country from Bonhill, Scot- 
land, and naturally true to Scottish form 
Harvey has named his farm Bonhill Farm. 
His foundation selections were most care- 
fully made and the cattle in Bonhill pastures 
show his good judgment, for they are of 
that low set, thick, deep bodied, straight 
topped, good headed sort that is so pleasing 
especially when accompanied by good deep 
quarters and lowness in the flank as are 
these good cattle. 

From Bonhill we drove over to the Ern- 
est Peters farm where the auction is to be 
held in a new barn being built especially for 
such occasions, and yet convertible into a 
hay barn and feed shed combination for reg- 
ular use during the major portion of the 
season. Ernest Peters it will be remember- 
ed is the man who owns Hanes Eileenmere 
2d, considered generally as one of the top 
Eileenmere breeding sires of the day, and 
whose progeny has so well met the public 
demand. His offering consists of three 
bulls, one old enough for service and the 
other two to be taken from their dams sale 
day and sold separately. Ernest Peters is 
selling five heifer calves by Hanes Eileen- 
mere 2d that will uphold the standard set at 
his last sale for they are lowset, thick and 
full of quality. There is a fine Blackcap 
heifer, three Blue Ribbon Blackbirds and a 
daughter of Blackbird Progress 40th who is 
a daughter of old Earl Marshall.

iad in order to prevent the spread of dis- 
pes and keep losses at a minimum. 
“rive stock purchased from any source 
hould be segregated from the farm herd 
ie about two weeks, as animals changing 
location, feed and water, and transported 
distance need special care. Extra at- 
tention is also a precaution against hidden 
contagions in new cattle that may be trans- 
mitted to the farm herd. When any animals 
become unhealthy, it is generally economical 
to secure a qualified veterinarian to deter- 
mine the need for vaccination or treatment. 
All newly purchased animals need a rest. 
If the weather is good it is most desirable 
to turn them on pasture. If new cattle are 
to be yarded, it is important to clean out 
all old straw, chaff, hay, litter, and grain 
from mangers and feed bunks. Well-cured 
hay and some oats are the best feeds for 
new cattle. Some feeders say that two or 
four ounces of soda fed to each animal dur- 
ing the first two weeks is beneficial as a 
preventive of flu and digestive disturbances. 
Veterinary inspection of animals going to 
the farm is important to the purchaser, and 
an official health certificate should be de- 
manded on every new lot of cattle. If ani- 
mal disease losses are to be stopped, sani- 
tary regulations for shipments within a 
state are just as important as the precau- 
tions required for movement across state 
lines. This safeguard is for the protection 
of the producer and feeder, because the 
great increase in live stock traffic makes 
animal diseases more threatening. 


Federal veterinary inspection maintained 
at Public Live Stock Markets protects the 
purchaser and assures him of getting 
healthier cattle. At these markets every 
effort is made to handle cattle so that they 
will go on feed with the least possible in- 
terruption of their growth, health, and 
thrift.

Every pure bred cattle breeding es- 
tablishment must place a lot of empha- 
sis on its herd bulls if it is to succeed. 
We, too, here at Oldfields, recognize 
the importance of outstanding sires and 
have tried to accumulate a few of this 
kind. It seems that no matter how we 
try, we are never quite satisfied with 
what we have in the herd bull line. 
But we console ourselves with the 
thought that this is probably a typical 
and universal trait of progressive Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders. 


At the present time our herd con- 
sists of around 500 head of registered 
cattle of the different ages. Outstand- 
ing among these is the first crop of 
calves numbering about 50 head by our 
senior herd bull, Blackcap Evaxus 3d 
of Ada 493322. We call him “Cappy” 
for short. Before coming to Oldfields, 
he was used considerably in the Ande- 
lot herd and prior to that in the Roll- 
ing Ridge herd of Mr. Rubicam in 
Pennsylvania. He has always impressed 
wherever he has been by his own indi- 
viduality, and he has left his mark by 
the all-around merit, quality and char- 
acter of his calves. Cappy is a bull 
with a good bulldog head—short and 
broad and with that positive masculin- 
ity that always distinguishes a really 
prepotent sire. Individually he is low 
set and especially strong through the 
heart, over the back, loin and rump, 
and covered everywhere with a wealth 
of natural fleshing. We like bulls that 
can walk and follow the herd, as our 
plan of breeding is pasture breeding, 
As a matter of fact we might be justly 
accused of being a little too fussy about 
this subject, but we try to be thor- 
oughly practical in our operations, and 
this calls for bulls that can get around 
without the aid of a chiropodist. Cappy 
is sound in his feet and is a good mov- 
er, to use a horseman’s terms, and 
never has had any trouble getting 
where he waned to go. Bred by the 
Hartley Stock Farm, he is sired by 
Evaxus 8th of Page, who was by Imp. 
Evaxus of Ballindalloch and out of 
Imp. Miss Burgess 3d of Nisbethill. 
Cappy has for his dam that great old 
brood cow Blackcap Bess Glencarnock 
whose sire was the mighty Blackcap 
Revolution and a member of the famous 
Blackeap Bessie tribe that can always 
be relied upon to hold up its end when 
it comes to making history. And so 
we nominate as a creditable represen- 
tative of this family our old Cappy, 
the favorite of everyone on the place. 


Lately we have been busy seeding 
150 acres of winter oats that, if all 
goes well, should make a lot of feed 
and straw. It takes a lot of straw and 
bedding to keep them dry and comfort- 
able during the winter season, but one 
of the satisfactions is that the care- 
taker can sleep a lot better himself 
when he knows that the beasts under 
his care are deep-bedded and dry. We 
have just finished putting 120 acres 
of corn in the silos, a job made easier 
and simpler this year by the use of an 
electric motor attached to the cutter. 
The woes of lining up, keeping the belt 
on and other time-wasting delays were 
forgotten, as well as a lot of expert 
cussing that sometimes becomes an im- 
portant part of this job.

A telephone call from Knoxville, Iowa, 
changed my route to the Maryville sale, and 
gave me a welcome travelling companion, 
our genial friend, Bill Barton. Bill has been 
away from home for about three weeks, and 
some of his trips have been such that he 
could not make the connections with his car, 
so he has been relying on the trains, busses 
and air routes to get him to his destinations. 

Bill had attended the Marion County tour 
on Saturday, October 5th, and found to his 
dismay that no train connections could be 
made direct from Knoxville to Maryville, 
however he knew that one of us would be 
within a few miles of Maryville so made a 
call to us, and glad we were for the oppor- 
tunity to have Bill as our companion. 

With no radio in the car we found little 
to interrupt our conversation, but Bill in- 
sisted on stopping for a late dinner, partly 
to eat, but mostly to learn the score of the 
game, then on again towards Maryville, with 
just one stop to visit F. M. Frisby’s herd 
just north of Bethany, and another for gas, 
a forced stop that allowed us to coast the 
last few feet with a dry tank, running up 
the last hill on the fumes, or so we thought 
as our sixteen gallon tank drank exactly 
sixteen gallons before registering full. 

Arrived in Maryville a little after six, 
checked in at the hotel and then to dinner 
at a small cafe across from the hotel. Hav- 
ing talked shop from the time we met until 
after dinner we decided to see a show, which 
we did, but were forced to split company 
as there were only two shows in town and 
we had both seen opposite pictures, and met 
at the hotel after our shows. 

Monday morning we were joined at break- 
fast by H. Ward Benson, of Des Moines. 
Ward is a Missouri breeder, having two 
farms at Memphis, and has been buying a 
good many of the top cattle sold the past 
two or three years. Ward had an unlucky 
break the evening before, having topped a 
small hill in his Buick coupe and avoided a 
bad accident by taking the ditch, overturn- 
ing his car, but emerging personally with- 
out a scratch. We were glad that he did 
not get seriously injured, with all the sales 
we have had I do not not know of any breed- 
er getting injured seriously on his way to, 
or from, an offering and we are glad this 
record stood on this occasion. 

After our meal we drove out to the sale 
barn, stopping on the way to see Ward’s 
coupe, and will say it was a sorry looking 
mess at first sight, but the running gear 
was not damaged and was all right for him 
to drive back without having it laid up so 
far from home. 

Down at the barn with many breeders and 
buyers already ahead of us viewing the 
cattle. A goodly lot of cattle on hand for 
this first sale, and these cattle were con- 
signed by the various breeders with very 
little overseeing by the sale committee. You 
know it was a good bunch when over sixty 
head of breeding cattle sold at an average 
“wi more than one hundred and seventy dol- 
ars. 

Breeders from Iowa, Kansas and Nebras- 
ka were on hand before the sale started, 
with the pavilion packed and buyers stand- 
ing at the ringside. The females sold first, 
with a very original, yet satisfactory selling 
order. The consignors were listed alpha- 
betically, each to bring into the ring an ani- 
mal in the rotation their names appeared on 
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the selling order. In this manner one did 
not know for sure just which animal would 
next appear in the ring, and several times 
when the bidding was dropping down below 
two hundred the next animal in the ring 
would jump prices back into the three hun- 
dreds. Twenty animals sold for two hun- 
dred or better with several bringing prices 
in excess of three hundred dollars. 

Two bulls sold for two hundred and fif- 
teen dollars each, the top prices for bulls, 
with just seven selling. The top cow was 
Belmore’s Maid, consigned by Walter 
Sturm, Ravenwood, Missouri. She was pur- 
chased by Mr. and Mrs. John Epple, of Oak 
Ridge Stock Farm, at four and a quarter. 
The next high selling female was also con- 
signed by Sturm. She was Enchantress of 
Maryville 3d, a twelve year old, selling for 
three hundred and fifty-five dollars to Ray 
Dyer, Pleasantville, Iowa. This old cow was 
one of the best bred animals in the offering, 
sired by Revolution 27th, a full brother of 
the International grand champion Revolu- 
tion 7th, sired by Blackcap Revolution. Dam 
by a son of Black Woodlawn, sire of two In- 
ternational grand champion bulls. Grandam 
by a son of the International grand cham- 
pion Erwin C. She sold bred to Bar Revo- 
lution 19th, a son of Revolution 100th. An- 
other top selling female was Juanerra Erica 
E. 3d 575746, a May 2, 1939, heifer consign- 
ed by Rol M. Evans, her pedigree was as 
long as your arm, tracing to Imp. Juanerra 
Erica 340306, said to be the highest priced 
Aberdeen-Angus cow imported from Scot- 
land in her time. This good female sold to 
H. Ward Benson for three and a quarter. 

As in all consignment sales there were a 
few soft spots with the buyers getting the 
best of the bargain, but this can only re- 
sult in a larger attendance at next year’s 
offering. The consignors were well pleased 
with the way their respective cattle were 
accepted. Following is a report of the sale.

In the class for 4-H members enrolled in the registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cow and calf club there were two heifers and eight 
bulls shown.

G. W. Eaton second and J. B. Warford third. The Howard Coun- 
ty Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association added a dollar to each 
of the other entries in this class namely Howard Atkins, Eddie 
Muir, Jack Muir and John Tilford Tippett.

R. B. George also won first on saddle horses, second on team 
of mules, and third on mule any age.

These were taken 
only a few days before we left for Treasure 
Island. 

“T bought Pepper from L. A. and G. D. 
West, breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
here. His dam was W. J. Princess 10th 
483002, and his sire was Burgoman Dea

445714, owned by Johnson Workman, of 
Paradise, Kansas. He was born December 
14, 1937, and I got him on April 1, 1938, he 
weighed 285 pounds. In just a few days he 
would come to me when I called him and 
would lead anywhere. He even liked grain 
from the first. Mr. L. A. West was our 
club leader then and I fed Pepper a mix- 
ture of grains with linseed meal, minerals 
and molasses added, that Mr. West had our 
local miller mix for us. This mixture was 
fed twice daily, with some nice alfalfa hay. 
I let him out a part of each day to exercise. 
I had lots of fun training him even if he 
was ornery and lazy. But he liked me and 
so we both enjoyed each other. I spent all 
my spare time brushing and curling him 
and whenever it was warm I would wash 
him. 

“He averaged a little over two pounds 
gain per day and weighed 1045 pounds when 


shown. I was sure excited when the time 
came to load him for Treasure Island. I 
was twelve years old and had shown two 
years in our local shows but oh, did I get a 
thrill when I was placed first with Pepper. 
No first I have won since has meant so 
much. The World’s Fair was wonderful. 

“When I bought Pepper Mr. West let me 
bring the mother with me so her udder 
would not be spoiled by drying up so quick. 
She was sure wild and I only weighed 100 
pounds, but I do love cattle, especially Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, and I kept working 
with her just to see if I could gentle her 
and break her to lead. I succeeded and was 
I proud. She got to be such a pet, I per- 
suaded Mr. West to sell her to me. It took 
all I had saved up but she was bred to 
Elect’s Bandolier, the Wests present herd 
sire, and on December 18, 1938, had a fine 
heifer calf, Elect’s Shamrock. I took the 
calf to our Oregon State Fair and got a 
first prize and at our own Klamath Junior 
Stock Show I also won a first prize with 
her in the under one year old class. 

“IT was so pleased with the $4.00 the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associ- 
ation sont me for winning with Pepper that 
I immediately sent it back for a five year 
subscription to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
and I have had more pleasure and learned 
more than the $4.00 worth already.

Saturday, September 28th, was a grand 
day, warm, but not too warm, one of the 
first nice days of our Indian Summer was 
getting under way, and it was a pleasure 
to slide under the wheel and drive down to 
Marshalltown to attend the Central Iowa 
Breeders second annual sale. 

There was a very good crowd on hand and 
the aisles of this big barn were busy wit 
the many breeders and buyers, all examin- 
ing the cattle to be offered later in the 
day, and after the sale opened they proved 
that they had been more than just looking. 
The average prices were not high, yet all 
were satisfied with the results and the cat- 
tle sold so that all buyers could really af- 
ford their purchases, and will surely be 
present another year. ; 

Bill Barton was on hand and made his 
talk concerning the cattle. I always like to 
hear Bill as he gives a different version at 
every sale. It is not a canned speech, but 
always something interesting to hear.

Mr. Sam Leach, of Blythedale, Missouri, 
started an Aberdeen-Angus breeding herd 
just three years ago with the purchase of 
eleven cows, he lost one the first winter, and 
now has twenty-four females in his herd. 
He reports only two bull calves so far this 
year, which means that his cow herd will 
soon be augmented by these young heifers. 
It don’t take long to accumulate a breeding 
herd. The Journal often wonders whether 
the owners of these new herds realize the 
importance of giving their calves extra care 
and attention, getting them on a feed ra- 
tion before they are old enough to be wean- 
ed so there will be no less of calf fat when 
they are taken from the cows. This is im- 
portant and has much to do with the develp- 
ment of the heifers, and too, heifers treated 
in this manner grow into cows that are 
easy keepers and excellent producers. Feed 
and care has much to do with developing a 
good typed, low set group of breeding cows. 
Where the pastures are nearby it is well to 
keep the calves in a lot close by the build- 
ings, furnish them with feed boxes, and 
bring the cows in night and morning for 
nursing. This gives the operator an oppor- 
tunity to see his calves at any time and to 
see his cows twice daily—soon you will dis- 
cover the advantages of such handling. 
These comments are not meant for Mr. 
Leach for we know not how he handles his 
calves, however they just came to mind, 
and we take this opportunity to pass along 
the suggestion for what it is worth.

turn to the right because the first turn j 
made at Santos and the second at the 
entrance of the River Plata on the way ~ 
to Montevideo and finally and a litth 
further up this great river, which is really 
not a river, to Buenos Aires. To be gure 
there are two other stops, one at the quaint 
little island of Barbados of the British West 
Indies, and the other in the world’s mos 
beautiful harbor, Rio de Janeiro. But both 
of these are in the direct line of the ship's 
course. 


Speaking of ships—as we drove along the 
water front on our way from our hotel in 
New York to Pier 32 where the S. S. Brazil 
was docked, our driver took the pains to 
point out to us the great liner, Queen Eliza. 
beth, present mistress of the seas in size 
and supposedly in speed. As she rests in her 
berth in the Hudson, however, she does not 
impress one as a proud luxury liner. There 
is nothing gay and trim and beautiful about 
her as she reposes there in her drab gray 
paint, the same dress in which she made her 
wild unheralded dash across the Atlantic a 
few months ago carrying only her crew to 
escape the danger of destruction by the 
Germans. 

Ironically enough, close by her side nest- 
les the beautiful Normandie, still wearing 
the same bright dress as when she decided 
to remain in American waters at the out- 
break of the war a year ago. She was 
queen of the French North Atlantic passen- 
ger fleet at that time and reflected the 
pride and glory of what was then a great 
empire. It saddened me to think that the 
two countries which these symbols of power 
and pride represent are not now as closely 
united as they were when these proud ships 
were first berthed side by side, awaiting the 
time when they could be safely returned to 
their home ports. Today one of these friends 
and allies lies prostrate under the heel ofa 
ruthless conqueror, while the other is fight- 
ing with a courage and determination that 
has won the admiration of the civilized 
world and even the respect of her enemies. 
She is fighting for her continued existence, 
as well as for the things which most decent 
people feel are sacred, and which we in the 
Americas hold most dear. a 

During my recent trip I had opportunities 
to observe at first-hand, examples of the 
courage and optimism of the British people 
I saw their merchant ships that Hitler 
claimed to have sunk, come into the harbors 
of South America, battle scarred and with 
mounted guns on their decks. I heard the 
crew of one of the cruisers that fought tle 
Graf Spee lustily cheer the American flag 
as we passed close to her off the coast 
Brazil, and I saw their cruisers and those 
the U. S. A. anchored side by side in th 
harbors of Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires, 
which gave me a feeling of the close unity 
of the two navies.

of years or so, stating that they felt by 
that time they would be in a position to of- 
fer a tentative program for Bangs disease 
control. 

On December 20, 1939, at Springfield, 

assachusetts, a meeting was called which 
Was sponsored by the American Society of 
Animal Production, and which was held for 
the purpose of discussing and working out 
resolutions for the guidance of state legis- 
latures and control officials in the New 
England states and elsewhere for a more 
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practical method of controlling Bangs dis- 
ease. 

This Springfield, Massachusetts, meeting 
was largely made up of the more import- 
ant breeders of pure bred cattle in the New 
England states and others in this area that 
are interested in the cattle industry. The 
result of this meeting was that the present 
plan of Bangs disease control was condemn- 
ed as being unsatisfactory and impractical 
and it was suggested that every effort be 
put forth to secure modification of the 
present state laws regarding the inter-state 
shipment of dairy cattle and breeding cattle 
and to develop as far as possible a uniform 
set of regulations wherein all states would 
have the same regulations. 

A committee was appoined naming a rep- 
resentative breeder from each of the states 
represented, and it is the purpose of this 
committee to do everything possible to pro- 
mote calfhood vaccination as a means of 
controlling Bangs disease and also to se- 
cure as far as possible better and more uni- 
form methods of handling this disease. 

Another very important conference was 
held on April 16, 1940, in the office of Dr. 
Bishop, of the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture, at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 
The purpose of this conference, which was 
attended by many of the most prominent 
and best known breeders in the state of 
Pennsylvania as well as state live stock 
control officials, was for the purpose of im- 
proving on the present method of Bangs 
disease control and to advocate a more gen- 
eral use of the vaccination of calves as it is 
now practiced in many sections of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Breeders at this meeting were opposed 
very definitely to the present blood test and 
slaughter method but in view of this oppo- 
sition state control officials still are spar- 
ring for time and are still inclined to hold 
to the present blood test and slaughter 
method as long as possible even though it 
has given very indifferent results. 

Information contained in a report made 
by T. E. Munce, Director of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Agriculture, in the Journal of 
the Veterinary Medical Association in 1929, 
shows that over a period of seven years, 
with a total of 1902 herds being blood test- 
ed in 1928, and 600 herds signed up under 
the plan, there were exactly 100 Bangs dis- 
ease free herd certificates issued. In the 
opinion of the writer this is a very small 
number of Bangs free herds for a program 
that had been in effect for seven years. No 
recent reports of late years have been no- 
ticed concerning this work in Pennsylvania. 

In Illinois the Bangs disease projects 
during a period of more than ten years were 
able to report only slightly more than fifty 
herds that were certified as being free from 
Bangs disease.
